UXPATB SALARTES. 



When ISIr. Walkem in a debate 
shortly before the adjournment of the 
House declared that ha had ahvays 
"done unto otlicials as he ■would be 
douo unto hiuisolf and Avould continue 
so to do," his utterances fell on the 
ears of his audience with a sound as or 
tinkling brass and insinceritj'. When, 
in another instance, Mr. Galduaitii. 
tlie cat's-paw of the Government, intro- 
duced a measure to disfranchise ollicials 
of every class, and deprive them of 
;?^i Cthat freedom of speech liither to enjoyed 
■ by the people, it was boldly and fear- 
lessly asserted by lucnibers of the Oii- 
position that the bill was intended to 
chastise oflicials for their iudcpondtuice 
at the polls, and was particularly 
devised to affect school-teacliers who 
liad dared to uphold the late Superin- 
tendent of Education in the execution 
.o| what he very properly conceived to 
Be His duty. Some members of the 
House even went further and gave it 
as their opinion that oflicials were to 
bo disfranchised because the Govern- 
ment feared at some future election 
their votes might prove hostile to their 
. retention of olHco. To these assertions 
Mr. Walkeji replied in his usual sup- 
ercilious manner, scouting the idea that 
ilie Government lind for a moment 
dealt harshly with ollieials, or were in 
any way fearful of permitting them to 
enjoy those j)rivilcges wliich'havo been 
extended .to them from time immemor- 
ial. The measure was subsec|uently 
2)assed by the mechanical majority that 
was ever willing to raise its hands when 
Mr. Walicem jjuUed the string, and as 
is well known school teachers and 
many other oflicials are now "gagged" 
and disfranchised Our readers will 
agree with us that this measure is in 
itself most iniquitous in character and 
even to the most malicious and re- 
vengeful of ministers should prove 
sufficient "satisfaction." But what 
will the public tliink when wo state 
tlmt Mr. Waxkem's Government, not 
content with so vindictive a jjolicy, 
have detei'uiined on venting their .spleen 
to the bitter end and have for months 
past neglected if not positively refused 
to pay salaries due to school teachers ] 
The public wo imagine will scarcely bo 
prepared to believe that even Mr. 
Walkeji can have been guilty of such 
.•injustice. But wo can assure them 
such is the case; and that to-day gen- 
tlemen and ladies who have performed the 
duties' devolving upon them as teachers 
arc unable to obtain their stipends 
from the Treasary. It will naturally 
be asked, What is the motive in re- 
sorting to such an extremely har.sh 
measure'? What can have induced 
Mr. WalivEsi to treat so intelligent a 
class as school teachers with such in- 
dignity ? Tiio reply to these queries 
can readily be supplied by those who 
have watched the educational (?) policy 
of the present administration, and we 
have no. hesitation in stating that the 
general hostility to the free school sys- 
tem displayed by tlie Government of 
the day has been extended to a refu.sal 
to pay teachers' salaries, in the fond hope 
that some of their number may be coni- 
. polled to relinquish their positions. It 
cannot be pleaded that the Govern- 
ment have not the necessary means to 
meet the just claims of the teachers, 
for will not the Finance Minister's 
figures placed before the House im- 
mediately set aside such a contention? 
Morebver, other officials have received 
their regular emolument, and we may 
venture to assert that neither Mr. 
AValke-U, nor IMj'. Beavex, nor Mr. 
Humpiirevs lias permitted the sweets 
of office to reniaiii untasted for a sin- 
gle day. The school teachers, however, 
' can wait It matters not to the Gov- 
ernment to what extremes those of- 
• fieials are pu.shed. It matters little 
"wlietlier they have families dependent 
on their monthly earnings, or whether 
they are men in allluent circunif tances. 
"They can wait," as Mr. Walkeji stated 
. to a member of the House when asked 
if it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment, to re-imburse justiccs-of-the-peace 
for certain amounts advanced for the 
performance of public services. It is 
to be feared that the Governnicut 
scarcely realize the responsibility of 
-itheir office, and it is to bo regretted 
that they do not seem disposed to do 
that which is just and lionorable be- 
tween man and man. The school 
teachers have worked hard for the sal- 
ary due them; there has of late been no 
neglect of duty. Yet in the face of Mr. 
Walkeji's assertion that " ho has ever 
done and will continue to do. unto of- 
jBcials.as he would bo done unto him- 
self," school teachers have not been 
paid their salaries and in consequence 
of that injustice have not only been 
seriously inconvenienced, but in several 
instances exposed to liardship.s. In the 
absence of any other apparent motive 
it must -'naturally ■ be surmised by tiie 
public "tliat tlie action of the Govern- 
ment is in true keeping with their an- 
tagonism to free institutions, and more 
especially to the free school system 
that has done so much to advance edu- 
cation in this Province.

— On the tliird of Jan- 
uary, 1874, the daughter of Roman Bor- 
ren was sorit by her mother to the drug 
store of Jonathan W. Angell, corner of 
First and Folsom streets, San Francisco, 
for some "opening powder."

The father brought an action against the 
druggist to recover §10,000 damages for 
the loss of his son.

JiIarriaG'OS Bot'woon Catholics and Pro- 
testants in England. 

An interesting case has just' been de- 
cided by Viee-Cliancellor Sir Richard 
i\Ialins, in Loudon : 

This was a petition by the Hon. Har- 
riet Agar Ellis, tho wife of tho Hon. 
Leopold Agar Ellis, by her father. 
Lord Camoys, as next friend. The pe- 
titioner stated that when .Mr. l^llis 
proposed to marry her lie was tuld that 
according to the law of the Roman 
Catholic Church, no Roman Catholic 
was allowed to marry a Pj'otestant ex- 
cept upon exjiress agreement or pro- 
mise by siich Pnjtestant that all the 
children of the marriage should be 
brought up as Catholics, and that uiile.sa 
he entered into such an agreeiiiciit she 
would never consent to the marriage : 
that at first Mr. Ellis refused to enter 
into such an agreement, but ultimately, 
and after an interval of nearly two 
years, he did verbally jiromise the peti- 
tioner that all the children should be 
brought up in tho Catholic faith ; that 
the petitioner, relying ujion this pro- 
mise, married Mr. Ellis, and tho mar- 
riage was celebrated at the Catholic 
Church in Warwick street, in February, 
1864, Tiy the Reverend Edward Stoiior, 
the petitioner's brother, who would not 
have celebrated the nuiri'iage if this 
promise had not been made, and the 
marriage ceremony was afterwards 
performed at a Protestant Church. The 
petition then set out various" circuni- 
stances connected with the diflerences 
which ai'oso between i\lr. and Mr.s. El- 
lis on tho subject of religion, and it 
prayed that such ])roi)er dir(.'ctions bo 
given for the custody and education of 
the three surviving children of the mar- 
riage as should prevent tliem from l)e- 
ing deprived of the society and mater- 
nal care of and free intei-course with 
the petitioner, and .should admit of 
their being brought up as Roman Cath- 
olics, and that the [letitioner might not 
bo debarred from s(.'(,'ing or wi-iting to 
them except on the terms of her not 
speaking or writing to them on the 
sulijeot of religion, or at all events, 
that such directions might bo given for 
the education of the children as .should 
most conduce to their moral welfare, 
having i-egard to their previous educa- 
tion and present state of mind and cir- 
cumstances. 

After hearing the case the Vice- 
Cliancellor decided against petition, 
declaring by the law of England and 
the law of Christianity, it was the duty 
of the wife to submit to her huli.saiul, 
and if Mr. Ellis hail made ujj his iiiiiul 
to have the children educated in the 
Protestant religion, it was Jier duty to 
submit to his wishes, and by that means 
only could she bring about the happiness 
of her family. 

The petitioii .was then dismissed 
with cost.s, and an order was made, up- 
on a summons by Mr. Ellis, for a di- 
rection as to the education of the chil- 
dren, that they were not to bo taken to 
confesaion, arid that Mrs Ellis was not 
to inculcate in their minds any of the 
distinctive doctrines of tho • Catholic 
Church until futlier order.s.

The steamer Grapplcr, Capt. Hayes, 
arrived from Wningol yesterday afternoon 
witJi 77 passengers from Wrangel and way 
ports and §25,000 in treasure, three bags 
of mail and Johnson's Casaiar express. 
The steamer Gertrude left Wrangel for 
Glenora on the 5th of September with 07 
tons freight and 100 head of sheep. Tho 
Stickeen is high — almost up to high water 
mark. I'assed the steamer California 
bound north on Saturday, Sopt. 9th, iit 7 
o'clock p.m. in Oiatliam Sound, abreast of 
luverncsa. The fisheries at Inverness and 
Aberdeen have shut down on account of 
no salmon running. Tliero has been a 
new creek struck in Oassiar. It empties 
into Canon Creek, about 10 miles below 
Tliibort Creek, and prospects very well. 
There arc now some two hundred men on 
it. The gold from it is coarse — one piece 
was found weighing 5 oz. Tho Grapplcr 
also brought down 11 cases of goldbear- 
ing quartz from Skoona River from a 
ledge which is now being prospected by 
Mi: Madden.

Joss Smokiu? his Pipe. 

The Chinese have a plausible theory re- 
specting the origin of tho smoke-clouds 
tliat now envelop tho land. They attri- 
bute the infliction to the anger of their 
Joss, who is about to visit British Colum- 
bia, as Egypt was visited, with plague, 
famiiio and pestilence. Yesterday morn- 
ing tho excellent gentleman who does 
British Columbia tho honor of cooking 
her laws, was strolling leisurely across 
James Bay bridge, his good-natured coun- 
tenance illumined hy the reflection of 
some iioblo deed he had just performed, 
and his meditations rendered more plea- 
sant by the fragrance of a choice Havana 
which lie ever and anon whiffed. Prosent- 
l}', he was made aware by tho sound of 
footsteps on the planking that ho was not 
alono on the bridge, and soon out of tho 
gloom and smoke there emerged a form — ■ 
that of a Chinaman — a tall, g»uut, ill- 
dressed, hollow-eyed follow, with a long 
pigtail depending from his erowu. The 
Premier started at tho apparition, and 
would fain have turned back to avoid it.

— no belly good, too, eh (" 
"Belly bad." 

" Woll, you cumtux Ah Hoy ( Him 
wolk (work) lunatic asylum. You stoalcm 
him tax. Ton dollars. Joss — ^you sabee 

Joss I" 

" Yes ; mo sabee — allec same God." 

" Well, .loss he licep sillox (angry). Ah 
Hoy he play (pray). AllooChineonianplay. 
Joss ho light him pipe and flow smoko out 
him moutli. You no likee ? Belly well. 
'Spose you stealeni any more tax Joss ho 
light him two piiies and smoke .all King 
George m.an dead. Alleo same bacon." 

Having tlius delivered himself the ap- 
p.Mitiuii vanished amid tho surrounding 
gloom, whilst a deathly pallor crept over 
tho florid face of Mr. Walkera. Upon his 
arrival at tho Government Buildings tho 
Premier at once convened an executive 
council.

A tun- 
nel li.as already boon run some 220 feet, 
and is within close proximity to where the 
ledgo is believed to be.

Ckinamen live) somo BOO of the moon-eyed 
race. At Tuesday's meeting Mr. Dalby de- 
clared, in tile presence of several hundred 
electors, every one of whom knows that 
ho is foreman of a shoeshop in which 50 
Chinese are constantly emploj'ed to the 
exclusion of white boot and shoemakers, 
that ho "was opposed to Chinese labor.

Therefore, if Mr. Dalby should bo sent to 
Ottawa he will have two very strong rea- 
sons for opposing tho passage of a Bill. by 
the Ottawa House to restrict Chinese im- 
migration.

BuciiAKEST, Sept. 9. — The Russians

The Austrian troops in Bosnia num- 
ber 200,000. Operations on a large 
scale are expected to begin to-day or 
to-morrow, when tho insurgents in the 
neighborhood of the Servian frontiers, 
numbering about 25,000, will be takoii 
in tho roar by a siinultanoous iiujve- 
nient from Dobqj Boiska and Serajevo. 

London, Sept. 9. — A letter from 
Disco, Davis Straits, dated 12th July, 
.•says not one vessel of the Arctic whal- 
ing fleet liad caught a single fish. It 
was expected the season would prove a 
complete failure. No voaael had been 
able to pass through Mclvillo Bay, 
wliicli was unprecedented. The bay 
from tho neighboring heights appeared 
completely blocked with ice. 

Berlin, Sept. 9. — ^The German Gov- 
ernment recently sent a circular to the 
.signatories of the Treaty of Berlin ask- 
ing thcui to take a common .step with a 
view of bringing the Porte to execute 
the stipulations of the treaty. Austria 
and Franco replied affirmatively. Italy 
and England have not yet answered, 
but will doubtless reply aflirinativcly 
soon.

Ratlitlb shot 
Luttreli as ho was going out of the door, 
and George and William Ratliflb shot 
Riggs, who died atthe foot of tlie Judge's 
bench. Public opinion is in favor of 
tlie Ratlifles. Riggs hailed fi'om Iowa 
and Luttreli from near Knoxville, 
Tcnn. Riggs requested to havo hi.s 
mare — Y-hich lie is suspected to liave 
stolon — sold and the money applied to 
his decent burial. He did not want 
his people to know of his death. George 
RatlilTe is cashier of tho Princeton 
bank,
